His counsel made a great effort 
to prove him insane, but against this Riel 
protested in a long and vigorous speech 

he jury after an absence of thirty minutes 
brought in a verdict of guilty, with a re 
commendation to merey, Riel when asked 
if he had anything to say why sentence 
should not be passed on him, made another 
speoch, justifying his conduct, and saying 
that he had a mission to fulfil in the North 
west. He declared himself the prophet of 
the new world, and gave some comical in 
stances as proof, 

Judge Richardson, before passing sen 
tency, referred to the enormity of the pris 
on and said he could hold out no

Prohibition Politics, 


A meeting of the Hamilton Temperance 
Union bave passed resolutions declaring it 
to be the duty of temperance men to place 
the question of prohibition before party is- 
sues in deciding the claims of parliamentary 
and civic candidates, and Reain them 
selves to vote for only such men as will pub- 
licly declare for prohibition, Apart from 
the merits of the question this is the sen- 
sible way to go to work if they mean to 
carry their point. ‘The party politicians on 
both sides, ax a rule, make ica, point of be- 
ing all things to all men and playing off pro- 
hibitionists against liquor sellers, When 
elected they vote acc lng to party dicta- 
tion, and their promises in the matter of 
temperance are forgotten, They are Torie 
or Grits first, and though other questions 
may be of greater importance to ievodrid 
munity than the frequently trivial issues 
upon which the party tines are drawn, they 
all fall in behind Sir John or Mr, Blake at 
the crack of the party whip. It is no won- 
der that all temperance people are dissatis- 
fied with their insufficient representation in 
parliament and contemplate concerted ac- 
tion in political contests irrespective of 
partyism.

y last Canada and the northern 

States wore visited by ono of the most vio 
lent rain storms oxperienced for some time. 
go the total rainfallin twelve hours 

inehes, an inch more than the en 

rainfall during the month of August in 
vither of the last three years, and the great 
est fall within the time specified on record. 
Tho fall was #o great and rapid that the 
sewers were unable to carry off the volume 
of water, The sewer pipes are constructed 
on the basis of allowing an inch of rainfall 
an hour, while it exceeded two inches. 
Early in the afternoon basoments and cellars 
that were more than ten feet in depth svon | 
contained between two and three feet of | 
water, Thousands of rata pour from the 
sowors and Basements as the water began to 
fill up the conduits, The rate ran around 
the streets scurrying hither and thither in 
their search for nabed of safety. Many 
families were forced to leave the basements 
in which they lived and seck for temporary 
apartments above the level of the streets, 
Basements and collars throughout the por- 
tion of the south side where the wholesale 
houses are situated wore filled with water 
to a depth of several fect. The loss through 
this district is very he: though no est- 
mate of the damage can be made at present. 

In Pennsylvania the rain, was accompn- 
nied by very high wind. In’ Philadelph 
terrific cyclone swept up the Delaware riv- 
er, striking the city, and doing immense 
damage to property. Five persons were 
known to have been killed, four men report 
ed missing, and sixty were injured, some so 
soriously that recovery is impossible. ‘The 
scene in the 25th ward is one of desolation, 
Many houses are razed, others are complete: 
ly gutted, while many more are roofless, 
At Reading, Pa., the rain was very heavy, 
and appeared more like a clon mbaree 
Many streets were filled with water from 
curb to curb, and the first floors of many 
houses were flooded, The Scuylkill riy 
rose one foot. Moulders in several found. 
ries were driven out by the flood. At 
Templo, the hurricane uprooted the Teinplo 
Iron Company's entire orchard, blew over 
the Company's stable and tool house, and 
created general havoc in the village. 

At Lancaster, Pa., the storm of Saturday 
and Sunday was the most destructive for 
many years, Handreds of acres of growing 
tolincco is ruined, nothing remaining but 
bare stalks, All traffic on the Columbia 
and Port Deposit railway is suspended, ow- 
ing to washouta,

London Exposures, 


‘Dhe committee appointed to investigate 
the charges of the Pall Mall Gazette i 
gard to London vice made the following re- 
port: ‘Having been requested to enquire 
as to the truth of the statements printed in 
the Pall Mall Gazette from July 6th to July 
10th, we decided from the first to exclude 
the inquiry into the charges against partion 
lur men or classes of men, or against the 
polic We strictly confined ourselves to 
an inquiry into the system of criminal vice 
described, After carefully sitting the evi- 
dence of the witnesses and the materials be- 
fore us, without guaranteoing tho accuracy 
of every particular, we are satisfied that on 
tho whole the statements of the Pall Mall 
Gaztle are substantially true" The report 
is signed by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Bishop of London, Cardinal Manning 
and Messrs. Morley and Reid. 

A Conference of British an Continental 
Federations for Social Purity has been 
called to moot at Antwerp on the 16th of 
September. Tho programme arranged for 
the consideration of the conference inclurles 
agitation for the repeal of the Contagions 
Diseases Act and the abolition of the system 

oevalent in continental countries of. regu- 
lating immoral houses. Mrs, Butler, one of 
the leaders in the Federation, has published 
a otter in which she declares that the Eng- 
lish Government gives a quasi-sanction to 
the protection of persons guilty of the 
crimes exposed by the Pall Mail Gazette, 
and that on this account it is especially ne- 
cossary that there should be a public agita- 
tion of the whole matter, so that the public 
may be afforded light on the natare of the 
motives for the long-continued opposition in 
high quarters to a repeal of the Act giving 
control of the professionally vicious to offi- 
cials who can be managed and the opposi- 
tion to the criminal amendment raising 
the age of consent in girls from thirteen to 
eighteen years, Outspoken denunciation of 
several mombers of Parliament by name for 
their obstruction in this particular reform 
will, it is thought, be made in the Antwerp 
Conference, 

Mr, Gladstone, ina letter, anys that per- 
xonally he would have been glad if the age 
of protection of girls had been raised to 18. 
Mr. Stead and others interested met and 
appointed a committee to arrange a demon- 
stration in Hyde Park in respect to the pro- 
tection of girls. Rev. Dr. William Thomp-

The country has just suppressed one In- 
dian outbreok at a great cost, and had the 
smouldering embers of disaffection again 
flamed up another expedition might have 
been required to restore peace. It is not 
well to rest in a fool's paradise of fancied 
security on the ground that one outbreak 
has been crashed. Thongh the report of 
the Cypress Hitl massacre fortunatel. 
turned out to be unfounded, these will al. 
ways be danger of trouble between the In- 
dians and the incoming settlers so long as 
they are brought into. contact with the in- 
evitable result of bad blood and hostile feel- 
ing which may at any time precipitate an 
Indian war, ‘The government should take 
warning and preyent the possibility of such 
an ocourrence by colleceing all the Indians 
into one large reservation amply sufficient 
for their needs, and forbidding them to 
leave it. The mounted police force, even 
though increased to one ‘iopaand men, will 
be altogethor inadequate to the task of 
watching the Indians, dispersed as they are 
on small reservations scattered through an 
immense extent of territory, whereas if they 
were massed in one locality a cordon of po- 
lico stretched around it could be a compar- 
atively easy matter. 

The rumor of yesterday may be the mol- 
ancholy fact of to-morrow. There is the 
rreateat danger to the white settlers of the 
Northwest in leaving the Indians as thoy 
are at present, with arms in their hands, 
living in the immediate neighborhood of the 
whites, and liable at any time to be tempt- 
ed by hunger to raid cattle or plunder iso- 
lated farm houses. The sooner we follow 
the sensible example of the United States 
and concentrate the Indians in a locality 
remote from the course of settlement, the 
better. It may prevent a great catastrophe, 
and would, at all events, be certain to give 
a rense of security from Indian outrages 
which would do much to hasten the advance 
of civilization in those regions, —News,

I was glad to 
notice that the coffin was not opened in the 
church as is sometimes done. How anyone 
can allow the most sacred treasure they 
have—the body of a dear friend—to be 
made, so to speak, tho gazing stock of the 
public I cannot understand. Indeed, sir, 
there are many things in connection with 
Christian burials in this section of Ontario 
in which there ia room for reform and im- 
provement, I would do away with the fun- 
eral sermon. How often on such occasions 
the preacher's remarks are merely a fulsome 
panegyric’of the departed for which there 
was but little foundation, in fact, and

Legality of Riel’s Trial. 


Hon. Wm. McDongullin a published ar- 
ticle says that “the contention of those who 
object to Riel’s trial as unconstitutional is 
that a trial for treason must be before a 
judgo of assize and before a jury of twelve 
men selected as jurors are ordinarily scleet- 
ed and subject to the same right of chul- 
lenge. Riel was tried before a stipendiary 
magistrate and not a judge of assize, before 
six jurors and not twelve, The jury was 
sclected from a list specially propared. by 
the crown and not in the ordinary way, and 
the indications are that the government de- 
liberately chose this illegal and unconstitu 
tional mode of procedure with the intention 
of letting Riel exeape. only then was 
the selection of a stipendiary me 
wrong, but the mode of selecting th 
was wrong also, It is an outrage that the 
whole ordinary: mode of procedure in con- 
ducting a trial by jury should be set aside 
in a trial so important as this. It is mon- 
strous that the crown should be allowed to 
piek the jury list by: excluding all the half- 
breeds and to select jurymen from district 
other than those afl sted by the trial, 
is in gross violation of the ‘ordinai 
tion of atrial by jury. Thon again there 
wero only six jurors to return. m verdict in- 
stead of twelve, Well might Riel sarcastic: 
ally tell the court that le was tried by only 
“half a jury.” Conada cannot afford to have 
her future content «listurbed by auy portion 
of her population: belivving that Hikt aio 
asa martyr, The pressure brought. upon 
the government will ns ay strong as to com- 
pel it to grant Kiel a brief respite, ‘The 
conutry cannot afford to ran in the case of 
Riel any such risk as was rau in the case of 
Connors, 

Joseph Chamberlain, Mr, Gladstone's 
president of tho board of trade, has been

Dairy and Stook Topics 

Salt for stook is not a nocessity, 
may be a saving.— Col. F, D. Curtis 

A Now York dairyman says ho ls convine 
ed that evory bushel of windfall apples fod 
to hin cows was worth a pound of che 

Cows shculd not be heated up by being 
hirried, excited by bad usage, eto. and 
should havea shade from tho extreme host 
of the aun, 

A& beef animal is like an applo—firat the 
groon atage ; second tho ripe atago, and third 
the bver-ripe stage—when it begins to do 
teriorate, 

Good plgs never come from poor care and 
poor feed, Good care does not, however, 
necessarly imply gorging ® grow ing shote 
with rich food until it ia a mass of disoased 
fat. 

Give tothe cows nono but the beat and 
purest food, With no othor stock is this so 
easontial, for the reason that ithas beon fully 
demonstrated by competent authority that 

milk isa very prolific source of transmitting 
Aiseaso germs from impure food, and espeolal 
ly from impure waters, 

In selecting a dairy cow sco that sho haa 

where sho carrics her 
sho can not carry much. 
Never buy a cow with teats an inch long; 
let somo‘one else have hor, and get ono with 
teats that the hand can grasp. This is a 
very important pointin tho make-up of a 
dairy cow, 
To make a gentle milker, a calf should be 
«trained from the time itis two months old. It 
shouldbe rabbed and stroked and potted, 
Its teats and udder should be handled fre 
quently ffom the beginning, Thus, whon 
the animal is ready to become a cow, it will 
be familiar with the motions of milking. 

Arcdtféspondent of the London Live Stock 
Journal haa'been looking up ancient milk 

and finds among the laws of a Welsh

No wooden uténsil should be used in milk- 
Ing or In setting milk, Wood absorbs’ the 
milk ibto its pores, and when tho pail is 
toalded, this milk becomes coagulated, fer- 
menta and decomposes, and will surely in- 
jure the milk, by infecting it with leaven of 
putridity, Tin pails and pans should first 
be washed with cold water, then with hot 
water and soap to remove the grease, then 
rinsed, and finally scalded with boiling hot 
water, wiped with clean dry towels, and 
afterwards placed ont of doors to air in sun- 
shine,

number. They are, in all probability, dos- 
tined to form a durable element of our popu: 
Tation,” 

Another cause that has led to exaggerated 
notions of the rapid dying out of Indian 
tribes ia tho fact that ifn Indiyn women 
becomes the wife of a white man, the 
chances aro that she and her descendants are 
nover Included in the unsatisfactory statis- 
tlos of our Indian population. Half breeds 
figure to a large extent in tho censua returns 
as white poeple, In olassing thom with the 
imported race tho census collector prefig- 
ures the fate that is overtaking many of the 
red tribes of America, Itis not that they 
aro tecoming wiped off the face of the earth, 
but that, hommed in on all sides by Euro: 
peans, with no chance to recruit their num: 
bors|from without, they are gradually being 
absorbed by the white race around them.

Nearly half of the Cherokees, 
tho chief nation of the Indian Teri itory, are 
half breeds, Prof. Daniel Wilson, of To 
ronto, who has collected a great deal of in- 
formation about the Indian races, says that 
in some of the Canadian bands not a single 
pure blood Indian remains The wild In- 
dians, who longest roomed our western 
plains and maintained their tribal organiza- 
tions intact, have by no means maintained 
tho racial purity of their fathers, Mr, Lew- 
is H. Morgan, who has deyoted much atudy 
to the Indians, cstimates that the Dakotas, 
Coippewas, and Potowatomies have taken 
up enough white blood in the last two cen- 
turios to lighten tho color of their entire 
tribes from one-s xth to one-forth.

Sell all}products of the poultry yard as soon 
aa they aro ready for market. 

Kéed the ‘poultry just boforo it goes to 
roost, and again just as soon as itis light 
enough to see, or leave the food where thoy 
can get it themaclves in the morning, 

Nover wait for o risoin the prico of young 
chicks, It never comes, As soon us aspar 
agus appears in tho market, In the timo 
when they may be sold to good advantage, 
When once the prices begin to decline, they 
go down until the “old hen” standard is 
reached. 

Love for the business and faithful atten 
tion to it puts the poultry raiser a long way 
ontho road to success, The difference bo-

The moat Important feature of this unique 
craft laa terribly pugnacious looking sortot 
beak or spur projecting twelve foot out in 
front of the main body of tho viasel, Thin 
lios low down and Is so placed that when 
rammed againat an «nemy will rip into the 
unlucky craft several feot below the armour 
line, It is of enormous strength, Strong 
an it is, howover, this #'eol spur can be un- 
shipped and taken off the stom if dosirsd, 
and beneath it is a torpedo port from which 
Whiteheads can be oj cted right ahead of 
the shi nd th re are also porta from 
which those destructive messengers may be
